Advertise something out of which 
you may reasonably expect 
, 
and when you have found what to 
advertise,take care that you place 
your copy in a newspaper that can 
turn the trick. 
Don’t delude yourself 
with a china doorknob, and don’t 
confuse a “rooster newspaper,” w hich 
spends its time cock-a-loruming, for 
a “hen newspaper” that is too busy 
hatching out dollars to strut about 
crowing.
